The di ery of a taxi-driver with his face covered with blood at Vic- - 
toria Road, Kennedy Town, towards midnight on February 10 was described by

After the Jury had been em- 
panelled, His Lordship Inquired if 
nny of them‘had objections to hear- 
ing © capital cnse Involving . the 
death penalty, There was no ob- 
kection. : : 

Mr Lonsdale said Ip was em- 
ployed os o night driver:: by the 
Dragon Motor Company, apd on the 
night In question he was known to 
have left the garage with a public 
vehicle. That was about 8 p.m. and 
nothing more was known of him 
untll He was found in Victoria Road 
ubout 11.40 p.m. He was wounded 
and covered with blood, The car was 
standing some distance away with 
the Ilghts on and the doors open.
